It is hoped 
during this year to ship sufficient 
wheat to leave a small surplus with 
which to face the coming cereal 
year The 50s. per barrel being 
paid © farmers represent a cost of 
57s. 2d. for dried millable wheat 
delivered to the flour millers—im- 
ported wheat delivered at Irish

barrel. We require nearly 100 
additional acres under wheat, 

SUGAR.—It will be possible to 
maintain the present half-pound 
ration until next sugar production 
season. With the increased beet 
acréage contracted for and the hopes 
of a safe arrival of a quantity of 
sugar from the West Indies, it may 
be. possible to increase the ration 
before the end of the year. 

TEA.—Subject to the regular re- 
ception of present allocation, it 
should be possible to maintain 
present ration and, perhaps, to 
raise the ration to one ounce during 
next winter. 

BUTTER.—It is intended to make 
use of the period when production 
exceeds current requirements to 
introduce a formal control of 
creamery butter consumption 
throughout .the State so as to en- 
sure adequate cold storage supplies 
for next-winter. At the moment 
the position ‘is unsatisfactory. While 
production lessened by 48,000 cwts. 
in 1942, consumption increased by 
126,000 cwts. 

PETROL. — During the present 
year there was a period when we 
were faced with the prospect of a 
complete exhaustion * of stocks, 
Orders prohibiting public transport 
services and enforcing other drastic 
reductions in consumption were 
actually prepared and about to be

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LADDER FELL APART

FEW Senators added to the 
A En already made in the 

ail against, the inadeguacy of 
the Army Pensions Bill, when it 
received its second reading in the 
Senate yesterday: 

The chief critic was Mr. Michael 
Hayes, who said that though the cost 
of living had increased by about 50 
per cent. since 1923, the 1923 Act

Inter-Club Tennis 


is Popular 


By P. D. MacWeeney. 

The decision to carry out the 
Dublin Inter-club League programme 
this summer will mean a great deal 
to ‘the big number of small tennis 
clubs in the suburbs of the city. 
There-are thousands of players here 
who never consider entering for any 
of tho big open tournaments, ‘even in 
the handicap events, and whose main 
interest in competitive play is 
entirely in the inter-club matches, 
which usually start in the dast week 
of May and end a month later. 

The competition is go cleverly gtaded 
into classes and sections that the various 
teams’ are sure to meet —— of 
about their own strength, and for several 
weeks before the competition starts keen 
challenge matches are staged in scores 
of small — for places on the varions 
teams. Few, if any, of these players 
aspire to, much less ‘reach, the higher 
flights of the game, even in Ireland, 
where the general standard is low; but 
they form a large and important factor 
in tennis, and it is good to see their 
the difficulties. 

Most of the best Dublin players com- 
pete in Class I. of the com tition; but, 
while providing useful matc practice in 
the early part of the season, it is of less 
importance to them than the open tourna- 
ments. Actually, the entire situation as 
regards the balls is highly critical. 
Every club will receive an allotment from 
the total pool of 285 dozen which is 
available; they can then do as they 
ES either as regards entering for tho 
nter-club event or not. As the number. 
awarded to each club is in proportion to 
the cane fees paid in to the Dublin 
Lawn Tennis Council, some of the clubs 
will have to be content with as few as 
a dozen or two dozen balls. Whether 
they will consider it worth their while to 
enter for the inter-club remains to 
seen. I should imagine that most of 
them will make the effort. 

Open tournaments come under the 
same consideration. The promoting clubs 
will have to decide whether they are 
justified in dipping deeply into their 
stocks to provi the number of balls 
necessary to run a week’s tennis for 
which large entries probably would be 
received. Elm Park have already decided 
not to stage the Irish hard court cham- 
pionships in May; they are hopeful of 
running their autumn hard court tourna- 
ment in September. Fitzwilliam certainly 
will have an open tournament in July, 
but whether the Irish open oe 
will be at stake remains to seen 
Lansdowne and Bray are the other clubs 
with. open tournament dates, and it pro- 
bably will some considerable time 
before they will make a decision one way 
or the other. At any rate, as long as 
there is a ball available, tennis will be 
carried on in Dublin.

Within the next two months or 
so the electors of Eire will be re- 
quired to deliver at the polls their 
verdict concerning the conduct: of 
the present Government; and 
when Mr. Seán Léemass stood up 
in Dáil Eireann yesterday to 
survey the economic position of 
the country, as it is at present 
and is likely to be for some time 
to come, he was í.r more cheerful 
than usual, and painted a picture 
in colours very much brighter 
than the man-in-the-street had 
been led to expect. Mr. Lemass 
is & politician, and all his state- 
ments must be read in the light of 
that fact. He told Dáil Eireann 
yesterday that the country had 
escaped economic collapse only as 
a result of the very efficient 
organisation which had been put 
into force by the Government of 
which he is a member, and gave 
his hearers to understand that, in 
spite of the. most formidable diffi- 
culties, all would. be reasonably 
well in the future. The three 
principal commodities .for the 
supplies of which Mr. Lemass is 
responsible, are wheat, sugar and 
tea. The wheat situation, he 
declared, probably was secure. 
Before absolute security could be 
obtained the Irish farmers must 
put at least 100,000 further acres 
into cultivation; but during the 
current year the Government 
hoped to be able to, import a 
sufficient quantity of ‘wheat to 
leave a small surplus. In respect 
of sugar, the Minister announced 
that the present ration. of half a 
pound weekly probably would be 
continued until the next campaign 


j towards the end of the year, and 


that, in the meantime, . the 
Government hoped to be able to 
import sufficient sugar from the 
to augment the 
ration before the year was out. 
Mr. Lemass had a iike story to 
tell regarding tea. He said that 
the present ration. probably would 
be maintained, and held out the 


| hope that during next winter it 


even might be increased again to 
a full ounce. In respect of other 
commodities he was not quite so 
hopeful. He made no promises 
concerning butter, but declared 
i that when production should ex- 
‘ceed consumption again the 
Government probably would in- 
‘troduce a scheme of formal control 
of creamery supplies. 

The outlook in respect of petrol, 
paraffin and candles is bleak, Mr. 
Lemass said that the deliveries of 
petrol into Eire during 1940 and 
1942 had been 17,800,000 and 
13,750,000 gallons respectively, as 
compared with a normal con- 
sumption of 44,000,000 gallons, 
and told the Dail that there was 
likely to be a considerable reduc- 
tion’ again during the present 
year. The deliveries of paraffin 
during 1942 had been 10,000,000 
gallons, as against a peace-time 
consumption of 17,500,000 gallons. 
This year thay would not exceed 
8,000,000 gallons, of which: four 
would be ear-marked for agricul- 
tural tractors, one for incubators 
and flour mills, and another one 
for industrial users. The general 
public, therefore, will be forced 
to content itself with a total 
supply of not more than 2,000,000 
gallons. The United States will 
allot this country one thousand 
tons of paraffin wax for candles, 
which is roughly one-third of our 
normal needs, and our imports of 
fuel oil will be reduced by niore 
than fifty per cent. The prospect 
in regard to gas coal is no better 
than it was six months ago. Our 
imports have begn reduced already 
to about one-sixth of what we 
need, and six of. our smaller gas 
undertakings already have closed 
down. Nevertheless, Mr. Lemass 
assured the Dail that in the non- 
turf producing areas there were 
sufficient stocks in hand to last for 
another year. The rubber situa- 
tion seems to be rather better than 
had been expected. It is hoped: 
to be able to distribute 300,000 
bicycle tyres in the course of the 
present year. There also is an 
improvement’ in the situation in 
ig fn of fextilisers. There will

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Property Rights 


An English ‘newspaper mentions 
that property managers find diffi- 
culty in supplying matches for stage 
use. This comment recalls some 
bitter remarks of a friend, also in 
the stage-managing business. 

The initial difficulty he ex- 
perienced. in securing matches at all 
was nothing to the job of saving 
them from the clutches of the cast. 
Apparently . a fierce desire for 
matches completely overcame the 
rule, which, I had understood, bound 
every actor ‘and actress strictly, of 
‘hands off the props.” Every time 
a box of matches was placed on the 
stage it was potketed by the first 
person who came upon it, regardless 
of the difficulties that this conduct 
might cause later on. 

Eventually he was forced to put a 
box on the stage with only the exact. 
number of matches required for the 
scene. If any of them wére takén 
the scene would then be apseb-ntal 
he only hoped that the actor respone 
sible was on the stage at the time!

battery, assisted . and - checked 

by the Edison Laboratories in 
the United States of America, were 
explained to an Jrish Times reporter 
last night by Dr. J. J. Drumm, the 
inventor. 

The improved battery — ‘ which 
has a future in the United States of 
America for such post-war traction 
methods as require electricity’’— is 
claimed to drive a train to Belfast 
and. half-way back again on one 
charge, and, when applied to rail- 
roads, to show a 10 per cent. saving 
in bulk, and 20 per cent, in weight. 
and to give 20 per cent. more 
mileage and a higher speed. It 
embodies the same electro-chemical 
construction as the original battery. 

“Tt is,” said Dr. Drumm, “the 
only system of railway electrifica- 
tion in Eire which is economically 
possible. If the railways agreed, 
the batteries would have to, be made 
by Edison, owing to the lack of 
specialised skill in producing and 
using the tools. After the first 
set of batteries had been made, 
further ones could be produced in 
this country, under Edison super- 
vision. 

The new battery is the result of a 
process of laborious improvement, 
development in metallurgy, and of 
expert advice and friendly criticism 
from the Edison Laboratories, which 
have asked Dr. Drumm to go to the 
United States and superintend the 
exploitation of the battery there. 


A COMPARISON 


Although, said the doctor, ‘‘ the 
Irish railways did’ not believe in my 
battery, eveu when it was first taken 
up, a check-up of results recently 
made by Messrs. Merz and McLellan, 
foremost railway consultants in the 
world, showed the following com- 
parisons between steam and Dress 
operation based on the present four 
Drumm __ trains:—Cost per train 
mile—steam, 18.28 pence; Drumm, 
7.66 pen&. Maintenance—steam, 
7.41 pence; Drumm, 3.43. The 
amount -- “on the “four “trains 
during 20 years’ running is £1,670, 
allowing for all capital charges, 
maintenance, running costs, and the 
provigion of a sinking fund. On the 
next 20 years the saving would 
amount to £9.000.”’ 


ROAD TRACTION 


The new battery is of all-metal 
construction for railroad use. But, 
states the doctor, if used for road 
traction this need not be the case. 
It could be reduced in weight by 
as much as 40 per cent., in bulk by 
20 per cent., and in cost by 30 per 
cent. “‘It might, he said, ““ be 
worth going into.

Speaking to our reporter last 
night, Mr. Eugene P. .Mac Allister, 
A.M.LE.E., said: “Time has 
shown the Drumm battery to be a 
great success.
